A message to this effect was received 
ebout 6:30 o'clock yesterday evening by 
Edward T. Brown. of the law firm of 
Brown & Randolph. Mr. Brown is a 
cousin of the decéased. He and his wife 
immmediately upon receiving the message 
prepared to leave the city, and ut 8:20 
o’clock ast night took the train for Ball 
Ground. 

It is stated that Mr. Axson was taking 
his wife and child for a drgve yesterday 
afternoon when the horse became unruly. 
He reared for some time, and then ran 
away. 

The horse tore through the country at 
breakneck speed, Mrs. Axson and her 
child screaming wildly. and Mr. Axson 
trying his utmost to slack the speed of 
the runaway animal. As the horse 
reached the bridge that spans the Eto- 
wah river, it darted to one side. 

Mr. Axson was so completely taken by 
surprise that he was at a loss what to 
do. The horse jumped straight into the 
stream, and, before assistance could be 
secured, the whole family was drowned. 

The bodies were dredged out of the 
stream last night. 

One of the assistants of H. M. Patter- | 
scn, the local undertaker, went tc Ball | 
Ground yesterday, and will bring the 
bodies back to Atlanta today. They will 
be prepared for funeral here, and ther 
tiken to Savannah, Ga., the former home 
of Mr. Axson, for funeral and inter- 
ment.

Shreveport, La., April 26.—After work- 
ing three hours with sledge hammers and 
pick axes a mob of twenty-five men 
broke into the parish jail at Homer, La., 
75 miles northeast of Shreveport, today 
and shot Dick Craighead, inflicting 
wounds which will probably prove fatal. 
Craighead was charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Ike McKee, the wife of his half- 
brother, and her little son. 

All Wires Cut, 

The authorities were unaware of the 
design to mob the prisoner until it was 
too late to protect him. Every telephone 
and telegraph wire out of Homer was 
cut and the rifles of the Claiborne 
Guards, the local military company, were 
seized before the move was made on the 
jail. So quietly did the mob work that 
scarcely amyone in the Iittle town was 
aware of what was taking place at the 
jail. 

Having dug a hole through tne orick 
wall. the lynchers crawled through the 
opening, but on reaching the steel cell 
in which the prisoner was confined, 
found it impossible to break the locr, 
They then began shooting at the cowering 
prisoner through the bars of his cell, 
more than twenty shots being fired and 
nearly every one taking effect. 

Literally Riddled. 

The man’s leg, arms and portions of 
his body were literally riddled. Believing 
that Craighead was dead, the members 
of the mob left the prison and quickly

Pistol Close to Young. 

Dr. Phelps said that after an examina- 
tion @@ Young’s coat he had ‘reached the 
conclusion that the muzzle of the revolver 
was held not less than 3 inches nor more 
than 5 inches away from the garment 
when the shot was fired. The pieces of 
cloth which Mr. Rand said were offered 
“for ilustration only’’ were handed to the 
jurors for comparison with the burns on 
Young’s coat. Dr. Phelps explained in 
detail the difference shown by the sam- 
ples. The pieces against which the 
revolver had been held showed consider- 
eble scorching around the perforations 
made by the bullet, while those from 
which ‘the revolver had been held from 
$ to 5 inches showed a smaller area of 
acorching and less smudge, correspond- 
ing closely to the burns on Young's coat. 
The witness was not cross-examined.

Says Mr. Fail 
by Straight-Out Deed. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., April 26.—(Special.) 
Herschel V. Daly, executor of the will 
of the late S. S. Fails, over which so 
many sensational charges and counter 
charges have been made as published 
recently in The Constitution, states his 
position in the matter, making clear the 
steps he has taken.

$3,000 to the receiver and gave bond for 
her appearance at court. 

They will attempt to show that the 
deceased was of unsound mind when 
he gave Mr. Daly the deeds to the lands. 
Should this be proven Mr. Daly would 
probably lose this property, unless the 
will be set up. 

Mrs. Fales claims that her husband 
burned the will before he died. The 
executor charges that Mrs. Fails has 
either hidden or destroyed the will, 
Twelve thousand dollars or more is in- 
volved in the litigation.

Tariff Aseemen to Be Ter

United States To Be Excluded from 
Privileges of Reciprocity Treaties 
Signed Recently with Seven 
European States—lIt’s 
Serious Step. 


Berlin, April 26.—The imperial govern- 
ment, preparatory to excluding the Uni- 
ted States from the privileges of the new 
reciprocity treaties signed recently with 
seven European states, has formally no- 
tified the American government that the 
tariff agreement between Germany and 
the United States, signed April 10, 1900, 
will terminate May |, 1906, the day with 
new treaties go into effect, but that Ger- 
many stands ready to negotiate a recli- 
procity treaty with the United States. 

What Washington Says. 

Washington, April 26.—It is admitted 
at the state department that pour par- 
leurs has been in progress for the last 
three months between the American em- 
bassy at Berlin and the German and for. 
eign offices respecting the existing reci- 
procity agreement between the United 
States and Germany, and of the opera- 
tion of the new trade treaties concluded 
between Germany On the one side and 
Belgium, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Rou- 
mania, Russia, Switzerland and Servia on 
the other, but so far Ambassador Tower 
has not notified the department that the 
German government has decided to ter- 
minate the existing arrangement. The ef- 
fect of a formal declaration of that kind 
would be very serious, it is feared, and 
Mr. Tower is now engaged in one of the 
most difficult and complex tasks which 
he has yet been called upon to discharge. 
If the arrangement is denounced, and 
no substitute is fOund, then it may be 
that the United States and Germany wil] 
soon become involved in a tariff -war, 
which would certainly prove disastrous to 
one or both of the principals, in view of 
the vast amount of trade between the two 
countries which would be affected.

(pany, which it holds—the right to receive 
this stock back at the end of a 99-year 
(lease, which expires in 1980, an interest 
which is so small that it could hard!y be 
Valued for taxation. 

The Georgia Railroad ang Baking 
Company, of course, denies in the first 
| place, that this stock is taxable at all fn 
Georgia, and holds that such taxation its 
| unconstitutional and illegal; but even !f 
(it should be held to be taxable, Major 
;|Cumming ¢ndeavored to show that the 
(Georgia railroad’s interest in the stor‘, 
‘which is now held by the lessees of the 
‘road, is so small that practically no

Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. Ste 
vens, in his monthly talk to the farm- 
ers of the state, calls attention to the 
fact that there has been no reduction 
in the sales of fertilizer tags this year. 

He urges again fat the farmers turn 
their attention to a diversification of 
crops and plant less cotton as their only 
hope of success this year. 

Colonel Stevens says in part: 

“If we are to judge by the sale of tags, 
it seems that the farmers have not de- 
creased their purchase of commercial 
fertilizers. Reports, however, come to 
this oftice to the emect that a consider- 
able amount of the fertilizers shipped 
out have not yet been sold and may be 
left on the hands of the agents, 

“We are also informed by letters from 
many sources and conversations with 
persons representing every section of the 
state that a much greater percentage of 
fertilizers than ever before is being ap- 
plied to crops other than cotton, and 
that the farmers are standing by their 
pledge to reduce the cotton acreage, We 
sincerely hope that this is true, 

“As we have .said in a recent letter 
from this department, a crop of more 
than 10,000,000 bales for. next season 
will be a calamity to the planters of the 
south, from which they will find it dif- 
ficult to rally soon, 

“A large percentage of the present 
crop will probably be carried over to 
next season, and will, therefore, form a 
part of next year’s supply. Hence the 
great necessity of reducing the cotton 
acreage. 

“The difficulty of securing hearty co- 
operation of all the cotton growers in a 
movement of this kind has been demon- 
strated more than once. 

“We wish to repeat what has been sald 
over and over again—the surest protec- 
tion against the evil effects of Over-pro- 
duction of cotton. is for the farmer to live
